T;if> brain 
is a stnictnro which relny.s tlio Im- 
pul.-scs to the scnso orE,ans, 
Evolution of Brain 

Tho evolution of tho brain In the 
lower nnimals is to let them porforiii 
physical feats quickly, Tho higher 
animals are .able to perform acts due 
lo tho wealth of Information gained 
from former experiences. Tho .ibllity 
to store up knowlwlgo a^d later lo 
modify It h duo to the cerebral cor- 
tex. The corolirni mrtnx In man is 
tho part of the brain that stores up 
knowledge onco learned. A (simple ex- 
periment to prove this can b« per- 
formed In the following manner. 
Dog In Box 

Place a dog in a box and administer 
morphine and tho dog will secrete 
saliva. This is continued for^ seven to 
ten days and then stopped. Tho 
secretions will continue for a period 
of two or three days and then gradu- 
ally stop. In a necks time repeat tho 
experiment and it will be found that 
morphine will only have to bo admin- 
istered for a period of two days when 
ho will onco more secrete saliva In- 
voluntarly. Thus it Is .^een In the 
first inslam-o the habit was learned 
In seven to ten days, and in tho 
second In two days. This is due "o 
tho fact that tho habit was stored In 
the cerebral cortex,

"We think >>; poo'.ry as something 
ip a book rather than M an atUtudo 
towards life," said Mr. Edward 
Bavlson In his Iccture-recItAl "An 
-Xnthology of .Modern Boetry" de- 
livered at the I'cople's Forum last 
night. Wriiten li'.cr.atnro Is a com- 
paratively lerr-nt development, being 
long preceded by folk song handed 
down vcrbaMy through tho centurie*. 
Tho relationship between these two 
types of liiorature is v-ry close, the 
former l^' ng an amplification ot !h» 
l.itter. ".Shak'esprare's tragedies aro 
aierc'.y dramatic cxtcn.sions of tho 
ballad which Is the most important 
form ot folk lore. 

"In Kngl.ind lili ;»r;rnily two dif- 
ferent kinds ot poetry were In exist- 
ence. The first was written poetry 
found in the outstanding anthologies 
which w<» consider as the works of 

rt-iLsnn-. wr.îcr.». The other kind waj» 
j fcik .song which is .a much older typef 
' r.ttio known In modern times. An ap- 
preciation of poetry is fourni în every- 
ono and differs little from ono person 

to another though varying in 1n- 

ter^slty.

(Indiana Daily Student) 

Several slate universities are try- 
ing lo cut down enrollment. At Wis- 
consin President Cilenii Frank advo- 
cates the csiablialimonl of stringent 
admittance e.\aminations in order to 
keep out mediocre students. That uni- 
versity already demands a 10 per cent 
higher scliolarshlp above the regular 
standard from oul-of-slalo sludente 
as a means ot keeping down non- 
resident attendance. How It is faced 
with a rcâidont attendance that Is too 
large. President Frank does not be- 
lieve that tho establishment otjunlor 
college tliroushoul the slata would 
relieve the prosaure on tiio univeriiiy. 

Collegea that havo been caught in 
the rush for education In tho last ten 
years and have been unablo tu ac- 
comodate >\ith caco all those seeking' 
education are qrying out for relief. 
They can havo a chance lo breuiitv 
however, because the annual increase 
in enrollment this year was only 
pei' cent, tho lowest Increito siuca iho 
end of the war. Perhaps tho rusli lu- 
ward coliegoa In siubsiding. 

Colleges that '.^ave been caught m 
tho rush have been prono to increano 
entrance rc(|Uircmcnts. At tho same 
timo Ihcy iiave uiado attempts tu 
limit tlie si',10 ot tho clusiicu by mak- 
ing oûufàes harder. There is somo- 
tl)ing to bo said in favor of this prac- 
tice, but It is not exactly fair. Presi- 
dent Frank 'han a better method ot 
Itcepliig enrollmciil down.

of folk loi-e. It w.Ta never violently 
funny but merely seized tipon some 
absurd situation and amplified It, par- 
ticularly In the eighteenth century 
public hou.'îc. Tt was the same Iclnd 
of tribute to literature ns was made 
ly tho mllllarj- songs of the Great 
W.ar. 

"The tune of a particular song often 
varied from county to county and 
even from vIlLnpc to village as they 
Were curled around by traders .Tnd 
o'Jicr travellers. Often the same sonsrs 
existed In several countries. Sir 
Arthur Cooch has pointed out that 
III the Middle Ages tho great ineltlng 
rot was the Crusades. Volnnlccrs 
from all countries .and every tr.ide 
would huddle together around their 
camp fires and he.ir the popular songs 
of their neighbours. Even though they 
couldn't understand the word.s they 
would catch up the tunes and fit their 
own words to them. 

From Experience 

"The most serious type of plaintive 
folk song only comes from actual ex- 
perience and Is not the product of 
magination. Such poetry was ex- 
prcssel in tho letters written by 
Saccho of tho recent Saccho-Vansetti 
case. "Irish folk songs contain much 
o£ this plaintive l>-po although of ten 
relieved by '.o-uchos of humour as in 
the "Balymuir Ballad ' which was re- 
cited by the speaker. 

"The most ImporUnt kind of folk 
song was the ballad, which was a 
heroic hymn of praise and an nistoric 
record at the same time. They iwre 
ccmposed by all sorts .of men and 
soon developed into tragic narratives 
while the simple folk song became 
oomic narrative. The major poet was 
more Interested in Improving the bal- 
lad and 80 this type outstripped the 
ether. 

Dramatic Ext«niions 

Many of Shakespeare's tragedies 
are merely dramatic extensions of old 
ballads The en.lliuslasra for Elizabeth- 
an tragedy was bas.cd on love for the 
ballad. The English, contrary to pop- 
ular European conceptions, are really 
musical and are carrj-ing on tho cle- 
inunls of tlio fo;i-: sony. liach's work 
i." large:y based on the music of the 
Englishman, Percel, whose death 
closed a Nourishing period of forty 
years beginning about 1580 duHiig 
which English music Ici the world. 
At the same time England flowered 
into the golden age of her poelry. 
Xolther of these accomplishments 
could have been possible without the 
backRVound of the folk son^r.

The «xlstcnco oC lulcrnni parnsltes 
lu tho poultry flook.'î of llila eounlry 
was aaccHnlncd by A. D, linker, oC 
tho Dcpnrlinoiil of ISnloniology, Mac- 
Donald College, ns a result of n sur- 
vey of llio Quebec flockn. From this 
Hiirvoy, coiiiluotod under tho Joint 
auspices of MneDunnhl College and 
the National He.soarcli Cunucll of 
Canada, It was found Ihul scarcely a 
single flock wnS free from Iho con- 
tagion. 

A 'snmU round worm, penclrating to 
tho blind pockets of tho Inlcslliies 
wna found to bo tho commonest of 
nine species of Internal parnsltes. 
The mortnllly that (his deadly gorni 
brings soincllnies amounts to 100 per 
eont. Two other pnrnnllcs found are 
the common largo roundworm, »nd a 
flno tlircad-llkc worm. Tliny are both 
capable of r.onsldcrnblo dnmngc.

.Vnolher niodo of lenrnlng la by 
rioso contact, .such as when a baby 
touches ji stove.

Thus It goes fi-oin a state of no 
knowledge at all to .t quick .stale of 
learning. If it was not for the stato 
of learning la-st meulioned tho world 
would bo f.ar behind Its present slate. 

A third mcthml of learning depends 
on tho integrity of tho brain and the 
cerebral cortex.
